Washington Tuesday with J, H, Rey- 
nolds, president of the Reynolds Tob- 
acco Company and the Reynolds Metal 
Company, which plans to construct the 
new plant. 


Mr. Reed said more than 300,000,00 


kilowatt hours of electricity would be 
used annually. If this could be obtain- 
ed at rates of about foud mills per. 
kwh thc company would "jump at thc 
chance" to locate in Arkansas, he said. 
Power used in such quantity sells for 
two and one-half mills per kwh in 
the TVA area.

"The purpose of the Tenant Pur- 


chase program is to help worthy low 
income farm tenants, sharecroppers,' 
day laborers and others who derive 
the major part of their income from 
agriculture purchase farms. 
These 


farms must be family size farms- 
farms that will give the family a suf-' 
ficient income to retire the debt and 
provide the family with a good stan 
dard of living,1 


Mr. Sparks emphasized the fact that <- 


the farms are family-size farms— 
' 


farms that the family can operate 
without outside labor except at peak 
periods. The loans are made for 4 
period of 40 years at three per cent 
interest. The loans may be repauj 
by the fixed payment plan or the 
variable payment plan. 


Farmers who plan to apply for these 


loans should do so now so that work 
can be started on the loans. Unde? 
the plans for this year, the FSA is 
making an effort to get the new loans 
approved in time for the families to 
begin farming their new land early 
next year. 


Applications may be filed with the 


county FSA supervisor.

England Keeps Close Tab 


The fact is the United States is one 


of the last great countries to adopt 
some measure of control of the aliens 
within its borders. All over Europe, 
iong before the present war, aliens 
were the subject of government ine;i- 
sures.

an American or any other alien, if 
he remained in the country more 
than GO days, had to report to the 
nearest police station with two photo- 
graphs of himself, one for the files 
of the police, tne other to be pasted 
in a police book the alien must keep.

the alien were copied from his pass- 
port and kept for future reference.

Western Hemisphere Monday night 
after rejecting, 39 to 32, an opposition 
proposal that the scrvicc-nrcn be limit- 
ed to the continental United States 
and its possessions. 


Working at its first night session 


in many months, the senate previous- 
ly had adopted or rejected numerous 
amendments. Those approved includ- 
ed one limiting the number of con- 
scripts simultaneously in training to 
900,000. a restriction which adminis- 
tration leaders readily accepted, con- 
fident it would not interfere with War 
Department plans for a trained army, 
including reserves of 4,000,000 by 1945. 


As presented to the senate, the bill 


contained no restriction on where the 
one year of service prescribed for 
the draftees should be spent, Senator 
Lodge (Rep., Mass.) offered an amend- 
ment confining it to the Western Hem- 
isphere and Senator Clark (Dem., Mo.) 
proposed as a substitute that the limit 
be the continental United States and 
its possessions. 


After rejection of tho Clark substi- 


tute, Chairman Sheppard (Dem., Tex.) 
of the Military Committee and Sen- 
ator Berkley of Kentucky, Democra- 
tic leader .accepted tho Lodge amend- 
ment, but a roll call vote was demand- 
ed.

The vote showed 67 for the amend- 


ment and four against it, with Senators
